A NEW SUPERINTENDENT. 


W. T. Crasgiain, of Chicago, has

Mr. Richardson 
has gone to New Orleans to superin- 
tend the construction of a lare sugar 
refineiy for his firm, and it is prob- 
able will not leturn to this city.

Manila, Aug. 19, via Hong Kong, 


Aug. 22.—The Filipino rebels appeal 
to letain much more of a fighting 
spirit than might be expected after 
their recent San Fernando experiences 
and General Lawton's drubbings in 
the south. After giving up San Fer- 
nando with a feeble struggle, they 
entienched themselves at Angeles, 
working for several days and press- 
ing non-combatants into the work, 
thus saving the armed men for the 
fighting. 


They engaged Lieutenant Colonel 


Smith's regiment and the aitillery 
warmly for four hours, making one 
of the most stubborn resistances of 
the campaign. But the Americans are 
indebted to the usual poor marksman- 
ship of the Filipinos as well as to 
their own strategy for their small 
losses. 


BIG ARMY ASSEMBLED. 


In the province of Cavite, where it 


was supposed the rebels had been 
scattered and demoralized beyond le- 
cuperation, they have assembled an 
aimy of several thousand men, dis- 
tributed among the important towns 
from the lake to the bay. 


After the San Fernando engage- 


ment the rebels attempted to deter 
the Americans from a further ad- 
vance northward by menacing the 
railroad 
communications. 
Several 


hundred of General Pio Del Pilar's 
men crossed the Rio Grande, between 
the American outpost towns, and 
threatened 
Baliuag, 
Quingua and 


other places with small American 
garrisons, while, during Sunday and 
Monday nights, smaller bands tried 
to tear up the railroad track at sev- 
eral 
points 
between 
Bigaa 
and 


Malolos. Reinforcements of Ameri- 
can troops, however, were sent along 
the railroad from Manila to San Fer- 
nando, while the forces at Baliuag 
nnd Quingua sallied out against Gen- 
eral Pio del Filar's men, and the 
lebel's were easily driven away. 


In the brushes between these Fili- 


pinos and the Americans during three 
days the Americans lost several men, 
while the Filipinos' loss was heavy. 


OTIS DICTATED DISPATCH. 


Of these operations, the Associated 


Press correspondent was permitted to 
send only an inadequate dispatch, 
dictated verbatim by Major General 
Otis. 


The censor writes stereotyped offi- 


cial phrases and adjectives into the 
dispatches, tending to magnify the 
American operations and to minimize 
the opposition. 


General Otis says newspapers are 


not public institutions, but private 
enterprises, and the correspondents 
are only here on sufferance. 


All reports from the rebel territory 


ngiee that the scarcity of food is in- 
creasing and that the rebel command- 
ers at Aparri and other points refuse 
to obey Aguinaldo's order in regard 
to closing the ports held by the rebels 
against the American ships and say 
that any ship bringing stores will be 
welcomed. Several ships from Ma- 
nila are now at such ports. 


SEEK FOOD IN MANILA. 


Hundreds of people come into Ma- 


nila daily and return to the rebel 
lines with foou and other commodi- 
ties. The guards stationed along one 
road reported that 5,000 persons 
passed through the lines in three 
days and that forty-five tons of rice 
were carded out in small parcels on 
the same road in ten days. 


Much of this undoubtedly goes to 


aid the rebels, but the 
authorities 


permit this traffic from motives ol 
charity towards the women and chil- 
dren, who are undoubtedly suffering 
General MacArthur is establishing 
municipal governments in the vil 
lages north of Manila.

PARLIAMENTARY PAPER OUT 


SIR

SUZERAINTY 
IS QUESTIONED 


BRITAIN WILL NO LONGER 


FALTER OF THAT. 


London, Aug. 22.—A parliamen- 


tary paper dealing with the Trans- 
vaal crisis was issued today. It de- 
tails the efforts of the Boer govern- 
ment during the past year to have 
the question of the suzerainty of 
Great Britain submitted to arbitra- 
tion and Great Britain's refusals to 
desire this basic point. The docu- 
ment adds that Sir Alfred Milner, 
the governor of Cape Colony 
and 


high commissioner of South Africa, 
writing to Mr. Chamberlain, the sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, last 
June, said: 


"The way in which the secretary of 


state juggles with the convention of 
1884 is rather irritating to a plain 
man." 


The final dispatch from Mr. Cham- 


berlain, dated July 13, 1899, to Sir 
Alfred Milner, concurs with the lat- 
ter's view as to the untenable Trans- 
vaal convention, adding that the 
British government had no intention 
to continue to discuss the question 
of suzerainty with the Transvaal.

The lieutenant colonel pointed out 


that the terms of intimacy which 
prevailed at the dinner must be 
taken into account, reminded Labori 
that he was an old friend of his 
father's and wondered whether coun- 
sel was still the same man who, tak- 
ing, the witness' hands on the occa- 
sion of the dinner, said: "I

never forget what you have done for 
my father." 


SOME STRONG REMARKS.

Manila. Aug. 19, via Hong Kong, 


Aug. 22.—The Filipino rebels appear, 
to retain much more of a fighting 
spirit than might be expected after 
their recent San Fernando experiences 
and General Lawton's drubbings in 
the south. After giving up San Fer- 
nando with a feeble struggle, they 
entrenched themselves nt Angeles, 
working for several days and press- 
ing non-combatants into the work, 
thus saving the armed men for the 
fighting. 


They engaged Lieutenant Colonel 


Smith's regiment and the artillery 
warmly for four hours, making one 
of the most stubborn resistances of 
the campaign. But the1 Americans are 
indebted to the usual poor marksman- 
ship of the Filipinos as well as .to 
their own strategy for their small 
losses. 


BIG ARMY ASSEMBLED. 


In the province of Cavite, where it 


was supposed the rebels had been 
scattered and demoralized beyond re- 
cuperation, they have assembled an 
army of several thousand men, dis- 
tributed among the important towns 
from the lake to the bay. 


After the San Fernando engage- 


ment the rebels attempted to deter 
the Americans from a further ad- 
vance northward by menacing the 
railroad 
communications. 
Several 


. hundred of General Flo Del Pilar's 


mon crossed the Rio Grande, between 
tho American outpost town*, and 
threatened 
Balluag, Qulngua and 


other places with small American 
garrisons, while, during Sunday and 
Monday nights, smaller bands tried 
to tear up the railroad track at sev- 
eral 
points 
between 
Blgaa 
and 


Malolos. Reinforcements of Ameri- 
can troops, however, were sent along 
the railroad from Manila to San Fei'- 
nando, while the forces at Baliuag 
nnd Quingua sallied out against Gen- 
eral Flo del Pilar's men, and the 
rebel's were easily driven away. 


In the brushes between these Fili- 


pinos and the Americans during three 
days the Americans lost several men, 
while the .Filipinos' loss was heavy. 


OTIS DICTATED DISPATCH. 


Of these operations, the Associated 


Press coi-respondent was permitted to 
send only an inadequate dispatch, 
dictated verbatim by Major General 
Otis. 


"The censor writes stereotyped offi- 


cial phrases and adjectives into the 
dispatches, tending to magnify the 
American operations and to minimize 
the opposition. 


General Otis says newspapers are 


not public institutions, but private 
enterprises, and the correspondents 
are only here on sufferance. 


All reports from the rebel territory 


agree that the scarcity of food is in- 
creasing and that the rebel command- 
ers at Aparri and other points refuse 
to obey Agulnaldo's order in regard 
to closing the ports held by the rebels 
against the American ships and say 
that any ship bringing stores will be 
welcomed. Several ships from Ma 
nila arc now at such ports. 


SEEK FOOD IN MANILA. 


Hundreds of people come into Ma- 


nila dally and return to the rebel 
lines with foou and other commodi- 
ties. The guards stationed along one 
road reported that 5,000 
persons 


passed through the lines in three 
clays and that forty-five tons of rice 
were carried out in small parcels on 
the same road in ten days. 


Much of this undoubtedly goes to 


nid the rebels, but the authorities 
permit this traffic from motives of 
charity towards the women and chil- 
dren, who are undoubtedly suffering 
General MacArthur is establishing 
municipal governments in the vil- 
lages north of Manila.

tary paper dealing with the Trans- 


nal crisis was issued today. It de- 


tails the efforts of the Boer govern- 
ment during the past year to have 
the question of the suzerainty of 
Great Britain submitted to arbitra- 
tion and Great Britain's refusals to 
desire this basic point. The docu- 
ment adds that Sir Alfred Milner, 
the governor of Cape Colony and 
iiigh commissioner of South Africa, 
writing to Mr. Chamberlain, the sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, last 
June, said: 


"The way in which the secretary of 


state juggles with the convention of 
1884 is rather irritating to a plain 
man." 


The final dispatch from Mr. Cham- 


berlain, dated July 13, 1899, to Sir 
Alfred Milner, concurs with the lat- 
:er*s view as to the untenable Trans- 
vaal convention, adding that 'the 
British government had no intention 
.o continue to discuss the question 
of suzerainty with the Transvaal.

cannot be reckond by dollars and 
cents, or even by 
any 
ordinary 


amount 01 privation or the occasional 
sacrifice of life. Many people there 
are who regard additions 
to the 


world's store of knowledge as above 
price or personal considerations, and 
in comparison therewith precious life 
is cheap. Mr. Wellmaii and his brave 
companions are men of this type, and 
it may be accepted as a fact that not 


one among them but feels that too 
high a price was not paid for their 
adventure, albeit they failed to reach 
the north pole. 


This is the intellectual view of 


Arctic explorations, the one which is 
apart from all
